Hitherto therefore, nothing is diſcoyerable in the 
conduct of France, which ought to change or relax 
our meaſures of defence; on the contrary, to extend 
and invigorate them is our true policy. We have 
no reaſon to regret, that theſe meaſures have been. 
thus far adopted and purſued; and in proportion as 
we enlarge our view of the portentous and incalcy- 
lable ſituation of Europe, we ſhall diſcover new and 
cogent motives for the Full developement of our 
e and reſournes. 


But in 33 * our conduct, that y we do 

not fear war in the neceſſary protection of our 

. rigLtz and honor, we ſhall give no room to infer that 
we abandon the deſire of peace. An efficient pre- 
paration for war can alone enſure peace. It is 

| | peace that we have uniformly and perſeveringly cul- 
tivated; and harmony between us and France may 


* 
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Ire reſtored at her option. But to ſend another mi- 
niſter, without more determinate aſſurances that he 
would be received, would be an act of humiliation, to 
which the United States ought not to ſubmit. It muſt 
therefore be left with France (if ſhe is, indeed, deſir- 
ous of accommodation) to take the requiſite ſteps. 
The United States will ſteadily obſerve the maxims 
by which they have hitherto been governed. They 
will reſpect the facred rights of embaſſy. And with 
a ſincere diſpoſition on the part of France to deſiſt 
from hoſtility, to make reparation for the injuries 
heretofore mflicted on our commerce, and to do 
juſtice in future, there will be no obſtacle to the 
reſtoration of a friendly intercourſe. In making to 
you this declaration, I give a pledge to France and 
the world, that the executive authority of this 
country ſtill adheres to the humane and pacific po- 
licy which has invariably governed its proceedings, 
in conformity with the wiſhes of the other branches 
of the government, and of the people of the United 
States. But conſidering the late manifeſtations of 
her policy towards foreign nations, I deem it a 
duty deliberately and ſolemnly, to declare my opi- 
nion, that whether we negociate with her or not, 
vigorous preparations for war will be alike indiſpen- 
fable. Theſe alone will give to us an equal treaty, 
and enſure its obſervance. RF 
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Among the meaſures of Piper tken; which ap-
